WHElll!-.'\S, by virtue iif an Act of Par- 
liament made and passeti ill the 21.st ami 
a2iid year of the Reign of Her Most Gra- 
cious Majesty the Queen, and by a Com- 
mission under the Grpal Sim! oI the QiiitiHl 
Kiiiydum of Great Britmii and Ircliiml. iii 
conforinily tlier.nviUi, 1, JA.MKS IlOHC- 
■ LAS, Governor of the Ctjjoiiy "t" iiriti.-u 
'Columbia, have been authorized by I'rochi- 
matiiii!, i.-siied under ihu Public Seal of the 
said Colony, to make la%vs, institutions, and 
ordinance.-', I'm the peace, order and good 
govern nienl ol the .s;>me. 

VVheruns, it is expe.lii-nt, pendiiifr ihc 
operation of the survey id' a;;ri(ni Itiii al laml.-s 
in Briti.^h Columbia, to provide nii'ans 
whereby unsurveyetl aiiiieultural lami.i 
may be lawfully aerpiiretl by pre-emption 
in Hriti'sh Culu'iibia by- British subject.^, 
and in cerliiiii eases to proviili' for the .sale 
ofunsurveyed agricnltiini! land in Hiiiisl: 
Columbia by private ounlract. 

Now, liierefore, I, James Douglas, CJov- 
ernor'of Bnli.sh Columbia, by_ virtue of the 
authority aforesaid, do proclaim, order, and 
enacl. 

1. That hum and alter thi; d:iti' hereof, 
British subjects and ahens who .shall lake 
the oath of allegiance lo Her Majesty ami 
Her successors, may a^-qnire unocenpied 
and unrcsorved, and uu-nrvi'yed Crown 
land in British Colnnibia. (i.ot beiiii^ tin! 
.■»ile of an e.visteiit or pr(ij)ii.';ed town, or 
auriferous lanil available lor niiniiiu pnr- 
pose.'s, or an Indian Reserve or setlU'ui.MiI.) ' 

..in fee simple, under the folio wing con- 
ditions : 

2. The per.«on desiring' lo acijuire any 
particular plot of land of the charaiMor 
aforpsiiid. .sliiill enter into |in"'si!.-siiiM tner''ol 
aiut record his chiiin lo any iinaiility not 
c.xceedint; IGO aiTes tliereol', with tin? ina- 
jjislrale lesitlinj,' neare.st thereto, payiriL; lo 
the said magistrale the sum of eifjht shil- 
liniis for recording such claim, Such piece 
of land shall be of a rectan>;ular form, and 
the shortest .sidi! nf the rec,lari:.He shall be at 
lea>l two-thiril.s of tlie h.imi".t siiji-. Tin' 
clainianl shall «ive iho besl pu.ssildu di's- 
scription to the magistrate with wlium his 
claim is rrcorded, logeiher with a rou^h 
plan thereof, and iileiildy the plot in ques- 
tion, by placing at the corners of the land 
four posi.s and by stating in his description 
anv other land marks on the said 160 acres, 
which he may consider of a noticeable 
character. 

. , 3. Whenever the Government survey 
shall e.\tend to the land claimed, the claim- 
ant who has recorded his claim as iifori-sai.l. 
or his heirs, cjr in case ol the ^raiit ol cci- 
tificale of iiiipi uvi'inent heiealler niiMitioii- 
ed the assigns of such 'daiinanl shall, it he 
or they shall have been in euniinuons occu- 
pation of the same land trom the dale ol 
the record aforesaiil, be entitled to purchase 
the liind so pre-enipied at such rate as may 
for the time being be fixed by the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia, not exceeding the 
sura of lOs. per acre. . 

4. No interest in any plot of land acquireil 
as aforesaid, shall before payment of the pur- 
chase money, be capable of passing to a 
purchaser unless the vendor shall have ob- 
tained acerlilicate from ihe ryiarest magis- 

„,trftto that he has made permanent improve- 
raehts on the said plot to the value of 10.s. 
per acre. 

5. Upon payment of the purchase money, 
a conveyanoo of ,the. land purchased shall

ving the precious luiiieialsj with a right to 
enter and u'oric the same m favor of the 
Crown, its assigi'.s and licences. 

f). Priority oi title shall be obtained by 
the peisoir liist in oceiipatio i. who .shall 
lirsi ii'cord his claim in niaiiricr alore.saiii. 

7. Any ptnson authorized to aci]Uire land 
under the provisions of this I'luidainatr on, 
may purchase in adilitiun to the land pre- 
empted, in manner aforesaid. a:iy number of 
acres not otherwise apiniiuriali d,at suchratu 
as may he (i.ved by lire (ioverhiieart, at the 
time when such land shall eonie lo be sur- 
veyed, not lo e.Mceed ten shillings per acre; 
live slirllinL;s to be [laiil down, an I the resi- 
iltie al the tr me ol snr vey, 

8. Ill the event ol the Crown, iln assigns or 
licences, availitig itself, or themselves, of 
the refeivalioti mentioned in clau.se 5.. a 
reasoriahle eotniiensation for the v.'aste arnl 
dariiai,'!.' ilorie, .shall he paid by tlie person 
entering and wu. king, lu the p 'rson whose 
land shrdi be wasted orihrinag'd as afon - 
saiti, ami in case of tlispiite, ihi i.iirie shall 
be settled by a jury ofsi.v inerr :o bo sum- 
moned by the nearest lMaL;istr;'l.^ 

9. Whenever any per.-on : liall perma- 
nently cease to occupy himl pre-ernpteil as 
aloresud. ihu magistrate resilient nearc-'l to 
the laiul in question, may in a sninrtiary 
way on being satisfied of .such permanent 
c'jssatiun, cancel the claim of tho person su 
pernraneiitly ceasing lo ncenpy die .same, 
aiul ii'coril the elaini thereto o, any (ilher 
per>iin salislyim^ ihe reipiisitro^is al'uresaii'. 

111. Tlie ilecision of till! im Irate may 
be appealetl by eillim- party to ti ; decisHM 
of the Judge of the Supreme Ci url of Civil 
.Justice of British CBlumbia. 

11. A«y person desirous of appealing iir 
nianirer aloresaid, may be re p iled belore 
such appeal tie heard, to lind sue i sei'uril} 
as may be herealler be poiiUeil out by the 
rules or order hereinafter directed to be pub- 
lished. 

12. The procedure before t! e Magis- 
trate anil -Imlgi' respirctivtdy, .st all be ac- 
cordirii; to such rules and orders as shall be 
published by such Judge with the approba- 
tion of the Governor for the time of IJritish 
Columbia. 

13. Whenever a person in occupation at 

the time of record aforesaid, .-ihall have re- 

cordeil as abiresaid. and lie, his li irs or a'- 
siijiis. ,sli;dl have coiitinued in a [ 'M iiialieii I 
oceupalion ol land pre-empted, or ot land 
purchased as aforesaid, he or I if<y may, 
gave as hereinafter' mentioned, br .ig ejeci- 
riicnl or trespass against the inttjder upon 
ihe land pre-empli^d or purchased, to the 
same extent as il he or they wero seized of 
the lei;al estate in possession in the lanil ,o 
pre-empted or puii !ia>e(l. 

H. iN'othiiig herein coiitained siiall tie 
construed as giving a tight to any claimani 
to e.vclude free minors fiom seareliing lor 
anv of the prtjeions ' iiierals or wcrking the 
sariii' upon the conditions aloiesaid. 

lu. The (Jovernrni'iil shall, iiulwithsland- 
iiig any claim, record, or conveyance aloie- 
.laid, be entitled lo enter and lake such por- 
tion of the land pre-empied or piirehased as 
may ba required for roads or other public 
purposes. 

If). Water privileLjes and the riiiht of 
ciii 1) in:; wati'r for irrininu |iiiipo-cs. may 
noiwidislanding any claim ri^cor-led, pur- 
chase or conveyance aforesaid, be chiirru-d 
and taken upon, under or over the iaiil land 
.<o )ire-empted or purchased as aforesaiti 
iiv r-.ei' riiuiers n.'qiiiring the same and ob- 
taiiiliii,' a mant or licimse froiT' the (hild 
Commissioner, and payinga enm jieiisalion lor 
waste or dariiaL;e to the person vhose land 
may be wasted ot damaged by .such water 
privilege or carriage of water, to be ascer- 
lainud in case of dispute in manner afore- 
said. 

17. In case any liispiUi' arise bi'tueen 
persons with rcgar il to any land so aci;uir"d 
as aforesaid, any one of the purlios in ilit- 
ference may, (before ejeclment or aotron of 
tri?s|iass broiiLdit.) refer the question in dif- 
rei.'iice lo the' iiioiresl Magrstialo, who is 
hereby ariihonzcil lo proceed in a lumrnary 
way to restore the possession <if imy land in 
dispnti! to the peisoii whom he iiiay ileern 
entitled lo the same, and to abi.to all in- 
trusions, and award and levy such costs and 
damages as he may think fit.

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Pre-emption Privileges, 

At length tlio iri)n liiunl wlinli has liclil 
Avitli so firiii a ffrasp llii: piiljlii; (ImiKiiii, Ims 
relaxed a little, and a pi'LLdiimatlnii is isstied 
ill which jinivision is aiiidc, "whcreiiy un- 
fiurvcysd nirrioullural hauls may "be' lawfully 
acquired hy iiro-eiiiptinn in British Colum- 
bia by Britishi subjects,'.' nnd by "aliens wlm 
shnll'take the onth of ttllegiance to Hor Ma- 
jesty nnd her succes.sors." 

This step on the pnrt oftlie E.xecutivo has 
not been herolded by nny tidings as to fresli 
instructions from the Imperial (iovormneiit 
in regard to the land system; imr is thci-e in 
the prnclamiition any prenniblo setting forth 
that Her .Majesty lias Ijecii pleased to send 
such new insti'iu-titms. ^\c are therefin-e 
left to eoacdude tliiit it is in the exm-eiso of 
■V'iee-rcgal prerogative tiiat this is ilime, and 
ve may very ))roperly ask why such prerog- 
ative was not exerciseil long ago. How is it 
that privileges so indisponsnble to the settle- 
ment and dwelopement of the country, have 
been withhold until "this fourth day of Janu- 
ary A. D. 1860? 

Even now the iron hand has only loosened 
its grasp a little. Pro-eraptors run the risk 
of having to' pay twice the amount reipiired 
by the American government for wihl land. 
"Not o.xccedinfi, the sum of lOs. sterling |ier 
acre," is the stipiiliitioii lis to prieo. lint 
why is the British Cuhiniljian settler to pay 
double for hind worth no more tl an tlial on 
the other side of the line? Can any g.Hul 
reason bo given ? 'Whence then tliis l.iairier 
in the way of eiiiigrulitin to Brilisli (.'okiiii- 
bia, and this powi>rful indiieonient to choose 
a home on American soil. Loyalty iiiiist ho 
pretty deeply seated, ifnn Englishman, the 
father of a family, deliberately chooses half 
the quantity of land for the same money, for 
' the sake of being oi} the north side of the 
49th parallel. It is high time for a full and 
final abandonment of this hard nnd repel- 
lant land policy. ''Not exceeding the sum 
0/5 sAiHings p«r ocre" sliouhl he tlie stipu- 
lation forthwith. It is every way to ho re- 
gretted that, on the eve of annilier mining 
season, the price (d" huel was not pur righ; 
down to this figure. W'o want; agrieultuval 
settlers to feed the miners at such prices that 
thcv can make good wages and large hoards. 
Yet our government is slowly and with an ill 
grace descending from its stilted dignity nnd 
absurd. Independence of cmigrntion, nnd in 
tho^-:'raeftntinQe' asking Hope nnd the other 
up-river towns not to. rebel against a second 
inland tax on imported goods to build roads 
•withl Out on such a policy. Get settlers 
int^ British Columbia, nnd tlicy will rnise, 
provisions, make roads, nnd generally dovel- 
opo the resources of the country. 

Some of the minor condilioas of this jire- 
emption system are 0[ien to serious ohj'!c- 
tion. For example, iiisieail of a land olhce 
being established in somecontral accessible 
locality of each district, the party wishini; 
to pre-empt is to enter his elairn with the 
nearest resilient M;ii;isirale. 'i'liis niakes 
room for disputes aid (nliiciillic'ii. Two men 
may register the sumo tdaini, each with ihi^ 
Magistrate he deems nesrest. A land oliiee 
where some general exhibit of the territory, 
and general reoord ol pre-emptions might be 
kept, would be a much belter arrangement. 

Another objectionable regulation is. that 
no pre-en-ptod land shall be capable of 
passing to a . puruhas-fr, unless the ventlor 
shall have obtainei! a cerliGcate from the 
nearest magistrate, that permanent improve- 
ments have been made to the value of lOs. 
per acre. Why ihi.'i Ironhlesonif rosorl to a 
magistrate? Suppose lie thinks iln! nil- 
provetneiits only worth !ts. or !is. pci' 
acre, must the tna-i who wi.slies to remove 
somewhere else lose his labor by being pro- 
hibited from selling 7 It maybe llioiight 
this provision is meant to keep the land out 
of the hands of speculators, but clause 7ih 
gives the fullest opportiiiiily I'or the purchase' 
of land to any extent by all who have pre- 
empted, or may pre-eiTipt. 

Tlie. cancelling of chums permanently 
deseitud, is left lo that important personage, 
the " nearest Magistriito.". A rightof appeal 
is given to the Chief Justice of British Co- 
lumbia. Would it not have been better to 
have had disputes seltled by an arbitration; 
a commission chosen by the setlltjrs in a 
given precinct, or a jury regularly empun- 
nelled. Is nobody competent to do anythuig 
in British Columbia, except the 'Governor, 
Chief Justice, or that ubiqitilous functionary 
the nearest'Magistratef'' The iasi-nairied 
ofHoial is 'empowered in restore possession, 
abate Slitriision, award c.osIh, and levy ilam- 
agos, ",M he may see lit," and '• in a sum- 
marylway." The appeal to the Chief Jus- 
lioo seams lo bo without counaul or jury, so

Wilho'-.l . xtriKlinu; those eoninieiits far- 
ther, we lieg to (Mil itio attention of Snrvey- 
nrs to the p.rcscribeil shape of pre-empted 
lots — " rficlaiigiilar — the shortest side of llie 
rectangle lo be at least iwo-thirds of tlio 
longest side." 'Will' not this necessitate 
narrow blocks, numerous side-linos, and too 
great a iuultiplic.aUon orroads? ^ . , 

The ZUectiou and the Colored People. 

Editor CoLOMisT ; — The course pursued 
by the colored population at the recent elec- 
tion, was one vVlilch'wIll be regretted by 

every well-wisher of the country, and by

to be sot a little above their fellows. Acting 
upon the inisi.iken notion that freedom is 
without liiiiit.s, they succeed in making 
themselves hated wliorovor they go. They 
have done so in the free States that have 
made them citizens ; they havo dune so in 
Canada, tmd they havo done so here. "NVho, 
then, but themselves are to blame for the 
prejudices existing against them'.' 'ihey 
never fail to tiinl Carys nnd l-'ionklins 
enough to flatter them in lln ir ( xl i-aviiguiit 
hh'as uf lili.'riy, and to pander to ilo ni fur 
ibelr siiiip-irr. ami thus tlirv are mmli' the 
tools of (iemngogues and the enemies nf llii'in- 
selves.

Later from Australia, 

By lha arrival of llie British ship Locket 
eiglity-tliree days from Newcasile, N. S. VV., 
we iirn placed in possussion of the Sydney 
Empire to the 3rd October, from which we 
coliutB the following items o( news; 

The Melbourne Argus states that Parlia- 
ment was to meet on the 15lh October. It 
was to be opened by commissions, to be 
form;illy inau<;uriitod by the Governor two 
or three days afterwards, 
(.GoDsitlerable excitement had been creat- 
•^d by the news that the French had slioi 
three Eimlishmen in New Caledonia. The 
ollicer.s of tlio French man-of-war Thisbe 
suy that their troops hail an encounler with 
the;IIBtiye8 of New Caledonia, and thai the 
waiffore ooniiniit'd for several dayn, diir^iiy 
which a considerable number of the abori- 
gines and some of the French troops were 
killed, fhey add, that three white men- 
two Englishmen and one American, were 
taken in arms, and after due trial and 
several days preparation, were sentenced 
and shot. This statement is denied by a 
Capt. Paddon, who says that the men sur- 
rendered themselves and were immediately

A new aold-b'earmg quartz reef has been 
discovered within a few miles of Orange. 
'It is reported to be very rich. 

Thetpiartz lead at Broombee have turned 
out fabulously rich. They are located about 
six miles from the town of Mudgee. All 
who have visited the diggings concur in the 
opinion that any one can earn from eight to 
nine dollars a day with a hummer and pen- 
kiiii'e. 

New and rich diggings have also been dis 
covered at Long Creek. They were worked 
by about one hundred diggers, though il is 
estimated that they will amply accommo- 
date some thousands of miners. 

Th-5 c ops in South Australia were sutTer 
ing from drought. The Parliament of 
Tasmania was prorogued on the 23d Sep- 
ember, by Sir Hen ry Young, the Governor. 

The folluwing events have transpired in 
the political world,of Sydney : 

Dr. Lang had withdrawn a series of reso- 
lutions of which he had given notice, to the 
elfecl, that a peacsful di.s.solulion of the 
connection between Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia would be lianeficial to both parties. 

The seconii reading ol the bill to estab- 
lish tiiennial Parliaments has been postponed. 
Mr. Rubettson has introduced toree bills 
providing for the Dale and occupation of the 
public lands. 

The intt'ri'olonial line of telegraph be- 
tween Tasmania anil the main land, has 
been opened. The first me.<8age was dis- 
patched from Hobart To A ll, at twenty min- 
utes past four on Wednesday evening, and 
reached Sydney on Thursday morning.

Vanderbilt and the P. M. S. S. Co. 

After all the bargain by which Com- 
modore Vanderbilt was to buyout the Paci- 
fic Mail Steam.«hip Company has fallen 
throuuh. The Atlantic papers inform us 
that the basis of the proposition of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt to Mr. Aspinwall was 
S2, 1)01), 000 lor fieven of iliel, .nti-anuTs, Van- 
derbilt to sel.^ct them. Besides the stearii- 
efs, the purchase was to include the good 
will of the company, their property in San 
Francisco, San Diego and Panama, exclud- 
ing their Islands of Tobaga in the Bay of 
Panama, the stores ajid coal of the company 
to be taken at an appraised value. The 
proposition wa.s at once accepled by Mr. 
Aspinwall, on the part of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. The company ap- 
pointed him and Mr. Davidge as a com- 
mittee to complete the lOegoiaiiions and ad- 
jiist tlie ileiails of the purchase and sale. — 
Commodore Vanderbilt and his son-in-law, 
Mr. Clark, acting in a similar capacity for 
the company of which Vanderbilt is the 
head, heart and soul. 

But when tlie committee met Vanderbilt 
insisted upon ailditional coiuli lions, viz: that 
the mf[nlHM.s (ii the P. M, S. S. Company 
shouUl biiui llieniselves, personally, not to 
run or establish a rival line, and also to 
prevent others from doing so, He further- 
more demarided that* the Panama Railroad 
Company should bind itself to favor him in 
traiisporlinu his passengers and freight over 
the road siionld another line be started in 
opposition to his own. To all this the 
coirimitte on the part of the Pacific Com- 
pany gave a decided negative, that the.se 
propositions ol Vanderbilt were not in the 
original informal proposition, that they were 
unreasonable, and would not be acceiJed tn. 
'I'his closed the conlerence, and the wtiole 
treaty appears to have completely falliMi 
through. In consequence ot the varying 
condition of these nngotationo, the stock of 
the P. M. S. S. Co. had been very fluctuat- 
ing — now up to 9G, now down to a much 
lower ligure ; and there is no nncharitable- 
nosK in supposing that Vanderbilt has takiMi 
ailvaniagf! of the rise and fall for speculating 
to his own profit. 

We are glad that the proposed purchase 
has fallen through, for it will ensure two 
lines for some time to oome, and probably 
ver\ low prices. Had it been perfecteii, 
wo should have bean at the mercy of Van- 
derbilt, am' he could have fixed prices to 
suit hiinself, which would have been on the 
basis of making the most money in the 
shortest time.
